‘TRADE WITM MEXICO. 


In view of the pending commercial 
treaty with Mexico, official statistics of 


trade between Mexico and this coun- 
try are interesting. The total value 


of goods imported in the last fiscal 
year was more than $15,000,000 of 
which about $6,000,000 was specie, 
averaging about $8,500,000 for mer- 
chandise. Of this amount about $5,- 
250,000 represents the value of goods 
which came in free of duty. We im- 
ported 7,000,000 pounds of coffee free 
ot duty, valued at $1,800,000 and 
$1,500,000 worth of hides and skins, 
which were also on the free list. 
Half of the goods imported upon which 
duty was paid was little less than $3,- 
250,000. The imports of jute 
cover more than two-thirds of 
this sum, while the value of sugar and 
molasses imported was only a very 
little more than $100,000. Other im- 
ports were tobacco, about $60,000; 
living animals, nearly $500,000; bread 
stuffs, $100,000; nuts, $50,000; prec- 
ious stones, $75,000; fruits, $50,000; 
and lead, $45,000. The valne of our 
exports into Mexico was $15,500,000, 
and the list is much larger than the 
list of our imports from that country. 
Iron and steel lead the list, value 
nearly $6,000,000; cotton manufac- 
tured and uomanufactured come next, 
value $2,500,000; breadstffs and pro- 
visions, $800,000; wood, lumber and 
furniture, about $1,500,000; the value 
of living animals sent into Mexico 
was $180,000. We exported to Mex- 
ico about as much sugar as we 
took away and almost three times as 
much tobacco. The value of sewing 
- machines and railway cars exported 
from this country was$nearly$900,000, 
and of kerosene oil about $250,000, 
while gunpowder amounting 
about the same value was sent over 
the line. The Mexicans took $175,000 
worth of paper and _ stationery 
from us and $150,000 worth of 
boots, shoes and harness,

FOREICN TELECRAPH. 
Hundreds Drowned. 
Lonvon, Jan. 22. 

The steamer Cambria collided at 
2:30 p. M. on Friday with the Sultan, 
off Barkum and sank. She carried 
490 people. The loss of life was fear 
ful, but the particulars are not given 
yet. There was a heavy fog. The 
Cambris sustained such severe inju- 
ries that it wae apparent she must sink 
almost immediately. The officers and 
crew did all in their power to save 
lives. Without a moment’s loss of time 
life belts were distributed around 


and orders given to lower the boats. 
This, on account of the vessel’s keeling 
over on her side, was founa to be very 
ditticult. The second officer was en- 
gaged in cutting spars loose, so there 
should be as much driftwood as possi-— 
ble for people to cling to, The vessel 
went down under his feet. He seized 
a spar, but as several other persons 
clung tuit, he was obliged to let go 
and swim to a boat. This was the boat 
subsequently picked up by the Theta. 
New York, Jan. 22. 
The agents of the steamer Cambria 
received the following dispatch from 
the Hamburg agency this morning: 
Our steamer Hauser has returned. 
Saw wreck of the Cambria five miles 
north of Barkum light-ship. Topsail 
yards above water. Saw no trace of 
survivors or bodies although the wea- 
ther was clear. Inquired at Barkum 
light-ship, where nothing was known 
about any boats or persons saved. 
Lonpon, Jan. 22. 
One of the boats which the crew 
succeeded in launching before the 
foundering of the steamer Cambria 
capsized immediately, and it is feared 
all persons missing have been lost. 


Sorrowing Royalty. 
BERLIN, Jan. 22. 

At 2 o'clock to-day Prince Carl, the 
Emperor’s only remaining brother, 
died, in his 82nd year. The Emperor 
was informed at 11 o'clock of bis 
brother’s approaching end and went 
to him, staying fur a long time and 
weeping until led away by order of 
the physicians. At 1:30<he Emperor 
and Empress visited the dying Prince 
in order tp take with him the holy 
sacrament, but the weak condition of 
the dying man prevented his partak- 
ing of it. The pastor then prayed 
with their majesties at the bedside, 
during which time Prince Carl died. 
The Emperor returned to his palace 
crushed with grief. Much anxiety ie 
felt for the aged Emperor, whe sor- 
row at the loss of his brother, four 
years younger than himself, may bave 
serious conseg ueees. 


Another Steamer Sunk at Sea, 
Havre, Jan. 21. 
The steamer Labrador from New 
York has arrived here. She brings 
the crew of the French steamer Pic- 
ardie which sunk at sea last week. 
The lost har rudder and the Labrador 
came up with her and tried to bring 
her into port. After touring a week 
she was compelled to abandon her, 
haviog previously taken off all her 
passengers, ofticers and crew. The 
Picardie soun afterwards sunk. 


The Scotch Get a Taste. 
GLasGow, Jan. 22. 

The largest gasometer here explod- 
ed to-mght. Eight persons were in.

THE LAST HORROR. 
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Details of the Appalling Disaster 
on the Southern Pacifie—Twenty 
One Persons Killed — Victims 
Burned te Death in the Pres- 
ence of Friends Who Werr Pow- 
erless to Render Assistance. 

Los AnGeeEs, Jan. 21. 


The train bringing dead and wound- 
ed arrived here at 11 o'clock last 
night. There were 21 killed; 17 were 
burned to death, and four killed out- 
right. When the train drew ‘up and 
halted before the great crowd, there 
was the utmost silence, The bodies 
were quickly passed to the uodertakers. 
Thirteen bodies were burned to a crisp 
small enough to be packed in cracker 
boxes, and five were in coffins. Noth- 
ing was left of the body of Mrs. ex 
Goyernor Downey Lut the head and a 
part of the trunk. It was identified 
by the watch and jewelry on her per- 
son. It is impossible to identify the 
bodies, with the exception of Mrs. 
Downey’s remains and thcse have 
been sent to San Francisco. 

The remainder of the bodies are 
-held here by the undertakers till fur- 


ther orders. An attempt will be made 
to-morrow to identify them by the 
places where they were,found, by ref - 
erence to their berths in the sleeping 
cars. 

Porter Ashe and wife are unhurt. 
Their maid has three ribs broken. 
By heroic efforts she saved the two 
children of Captain Waterhouse from 
the flames. 

Miss Minnie E. Squires was burned 
to death. Her cries for help attracted 
tbe attention of Harry Connor, a train 
boy, who tried to save her, but he was 
forced to see her burn before his eyes. 
Ex-Governor Downey was burt only 
slightiy. He walked from the cars to 
bis hack. Charles Pierson, Wells, 
“argo & Co.’s express messenger, was 
killed. Miss Ella Donahue of Reno, 
who was going to visit her brother at 
Wilmington, 18 among the missing. 
R. E. Ross of Reno was saved, 

Ex-Governor Downey was sitting 
at the side of his wife in the sleeping 
car. His wife was killed, but he was 
only slightly injured. The scene at 
the wreck at present is shocking. 
Nothing is left otf the cars that went 
over the bank but the wheels, axles 
and bent and twisted portions of the 
ironwerk. This accident is the most 
disastrous of any in the bistory of this 
branch of the road. 

Seventeen bodies have been collect- 
ed from the wreck, aod only one can, 
in any way, be identified., It is a 
question whether it will prove to be 
Mrs. Governor Downey or Mias 
Squires of Oakland. Captain Water- 
house is nut expected’ tolive. The 
Coroner is taking the testimony of 
survivors. Words cannot describe the 
scene. 

The number of killed and their 
names cannot be accurately given yet. 
The bodies of 21 victims) have been 
recovered, but it is feared that more 
will be added to the list. The rm- 
mains being unrecognizable, except iu 
a few instances, their names are not 
ascertainable, and it is doubtful if al! 
will ever be identified.| The follow- 
ing are the identified dead:

Mrs. John F. Cassell, who is among 
the killed, and whose remains have 
been identified by friends, is about 36 
years of age and a daugbter of C. H. 
Hathaway. 

Accotding to what seems the best 
authority, while the train was waiting 
at Tehachapi station on the summit, 
the relief engine returned to Caliente 
and the front eogine went off to take 
coal and water. There was a very 
strong east wiod blowing and the rails 
were covered with frost. The train 
was standing on a grade of 125 feet to 
the mile, when it started back down 
the grade. On reaching a sliarp curve 
the hindmost sleeper, the next sleeper, 
the mail and express cars jumped the 
track and piled up, one en top of 
another, inaheap. The wreck took 
fire and many of the passengers were 
roasted alive before the eyes of those 
who were unable to afford them the 
slightest help. The sccne was appall- 
ing beyond description. The occu- 
pants of the sleepers were suddenly 
wakened amid scenes of terrible 
agony, or their slumbers were length- 
ened into the eternal sleep. A tew 
crawled out alive, It is now reported 
that 17 persons were burned beyond 
recognition. The conductor of the 
wrecked train was B. J. Reid of this 
city. No cause is yet known of the 
accident. Some think the hind brake- 
man was unfaithful. The latest re- 
ports say that the loss is much greater 
than was at first sup .

ARCTIC TEMPERATU RE. 


The Unprecedented Cold Wave in 
Eastern Nevada. 

The chilling, biting, frigid blasts 
which came from the north day belore 
yesterday, says the Silver State of the 
20th, and sent the mercury to 16 de- 
grees below zero night before last, 
were followed by a calm, yet keen cold 
yesterday and last night, which is un- 
precedented in this section: The 


maximum temperature at the Signal 
Office in the 24 hours ending at 5 
o'clock this’ morning, was 10 degrees 
above, and the minimum, 22% degrees 
below zero, The mean, or average, 
temperature for the 24 hours was the 
lowest on record here. Up the river 
the cold was intense. At Carlin the 
mercury was abont solidified, indicat- 
ing about 40 degrees below zero, At 
Halleck, which is the coldest 
the Central Pacific Railr 

thermometers have to be used, as the 
mercury congeals, Several brakemen 
have bad their ears and faces frozen 
while on duty, and it is surprising 
that stage drivers on the Idaho and 
Paradise roads have been able to man- 
age their teams or keep from freezing. 
Fortunately, the atmosphere was free 
from moisture and the sir was calm, 
or no buman being could stand the 
ordeal. It is hoped that the climax of 
this intensely cold spell is passed, aud 
that the earth has not shifted on its 
axis and left Nevada at the North Pole.

CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT UNKNOWN 


An Exciting Ohapter of Pacific Coast 
Sunday Oasualties. 


A CONSCIENTIOUS MURDERER 


He Kills a Man for His Money and 
Then Gives Himseif U p. 


THE BERKELY EXPLOSION. 
[Special Dispatch to the Gazerrs,) 


San Francisco, Jan, 21. 
The mixing house and six packing 
houses of the giant powder works at 
Point Clement, near West Berkeley 
exploded at 4 Pp. m. The shock of 
seven explosions were felt in Berkeley. 
One white man, the foreman, named 
Kompf, and 40 or 50 Chinese 
are known to have been blown tw 
atoms. Nearly the entire plant was 
d:stroyed by fire which began imme- 
diately after the explosion. The Su- 
perintendeot was thrown a long dis- 
tance, but was not injured. About 
eight tons exploded. Loss cannot be 
estimated. 
San Franctsco, Jan. 21, 

The total loss by reason of the ex- 
plosion will reach not less than $100,- 
000. The giant powder works sus- 
tain a damage of $60,000, and the 
acid works of Judson & Co., $40,000. 
It is impossible to ascertain the exact 
loss of life, but is estimated to be be- 
tween 30 and 40. The first explosion 
occurred about 4 o'clock in the pack- 
ing house. in which about 200 pouuds 
of powder were stored. Ii is not 
koown whether any one was killed by 
the first explosion or not. As soon as 
the packing house exploded a number 


of Chinamen employed in other de- 
int on | partments fled for their lives, and had 
, Spirit} reached open space when the mixing 


house exploded, killing most of them 

in their tracks. It is thought Ferdi- 

nand Kompf, the Superintendent, was 
killed by this explosion. In about 

one minute one uf the smaller ho uses 
exploded, followed immediately by a 
tourth explosion, which, doubtless 

killed the surviving employees. The 

workman named, Oscor Forgof- 
shy, was very serieusly injured; all 
the other white men have been ac- 
counted for, aod the dead are all Chi- 
namen. There are 30 or 40 houses on 
the point occupied by employes at the 
powder and acid works and the most 
of the windows are shattered. The 
doors and sides, in many instances, 
were dashed in by the force of the 
concussion after each explosion. The 
woodwork buildings caught tire and 
burned steadily for several hours. 
Efforts to prevent the flames reaching 
the main magazine, containing an im- 
mense quantity of powder, were hap- 
pily checked, as the consequences 
would have been most frightful had 
the large magazine exploded, as one 
of the Superintendents stated there is 
enough powder stored there to have

San Francisco, Jan. 21. 
A Berkeley dispatch says: It is 
now known that the number killed is 
not as great as first reported. Not 
over 30 are missing. The fire is still 
raging aod more explosions are ex- 
pected at any moment. . The scene 
in the vicinity is terrible. Bodies can 
be seen lying near the live of the fire, 
but men dare not rescue them for fear 
of their own lives. The assistant 
Superintendent is missing and sup- 
posed to be killed. The Superinten- 
dent was not at the works at the time. 
A workman named Oscar Forgofshy 
was pulled from the ruins after the 
explosion, badly hurt. Seven Chinese 
have been taken from the debris. All 
the houses within a radius of halt a 
mile are completely shattered. Doors 
and windows of dwelling houses of 
employes on the cpposite side of the 
hill were blown in, and most of the 
inhabitants thrown to the floor. Sheds 
and barns were laid flat. The buildings 
of the Judson works on the side of the 
hill where blasting powder is manu- 
factured were thrown over and will 
probably haye to be re-built. The 
cause of the first explosion in the mix- 
ing room is yet udknown, Other ex- 
plosions followed in the space of two 
minutes. All the buildings b'own up 
were on the bay side of the hill, but 
the fire crept rapidly around and now, 
at 9 Pp. M., a large magazine is in dan- 
ger. Noattempt has been made to 
check tbe fire owing todanger. Many 
workmen escaped miraculously. To day 
is the first Sunday in many months 
that the works were running ino ful! 
blast and orders for 70 tons were !oaded 
on schooners at the wharf. A driver, 
with a team and load of powder on the 
wharfjumpel into the waterand escap- 
ed, when the first explosion was heard, 
when the wagon load exploded. ‘The 
wharf has taken fire and is burning 
rapidly. Hospitals have been impro- 
vised in undamaged houses and the 
wounded cared for by physicians who 
have come out from Oakland and other 
towns. This is the most disastrous 
explosion that ever occurred at these 
works. Should the magazine explode 
all the houses in Berkeley would be 
damaged. An effort will be made to 
subdue the flames and avoid danger 
SCENE TO-DAY AT BERKELY. 
San Francisco, Jan. 22. 
An Oakland dispatch says the scene 
at the Giant Powder Works this morn- 
ing is One of devastation and death. 
In the semi-circular excavation where 
the packing houses were located the 
ground is covered with debris and 
timbers. Huge rocks thrown by the 
violence of the series of explosions lie 
on all sides. Lying on the ground are 
the mangled bodies of 21 Chinamen. 
One Chinaman died last night in the 
remperary hospital. So far as known 
at noou, One white man and 22 China- 
men were killed. The white man killed 
is Ferdinand Kompf, Assistant Super- 
intendent, He could have saved him- 
self, but remained to try and save the 
works. Wheno the first explosion oc- 
curred he ran to the nitro glycerine 
house to turn on water and extinguish 
the fire. He was killed by the ex- 
plosion of the nitro glycerine house. 
[It is thought that eight or ten bodies 
are in the ruins. Oscar Forgofsy, the 
only white man wounded, will probab- 
ably recover. Thirteen wounded China- 
meo are lying in the Chinese quarters. 
The greater number of these will re- 
cover. The cause of the explosion still 
remains a mystery. Whether the 
powder in every one of the packing 
houses exploded cannot yet be told. 
They are all caved in and filled with 
debris. The magazioves are uninjured 
and the danger of further explosions is 
deemed at an end. 
A TRAIN ATTACKED. 
[Special Dispatch to the Gazetre.) 
Toano, Jan. 22. 
Train No. 1 was captured last night 
by masked road agents who relieved 
the train men of their watches and 
money and then locked them in the 
tank. They then cut the engine, 
postal and express cars off and put 
them on the side track and called ex- 
press messenger Ross, who, thioking 
he was at Tecoma, opened the car 
door, when he was commanded to step 
out, but declined, and shutting the 
car door was fired and wounded in the 
haod. He kept the doors closed and 
returned the fire as best he could, 
some 15 or 20 shots being exchanged, 
and the door being badly battered up. 
The section men were robbed and 
locked up just before No. 1 reached 
Montello. When No, 1 arrived at 
Montello Conductor Clement was told 
to pull out, which he did, reaching 
Toano as soon as possible and reported 
train No.1 in the hands of robbers. 
The train was released and reported at 
Tacoma before an armed force could 
be started from Terrace. The passen- 
rs were not molested and nothing 
ost except the money taken from the 
train employes. Their watches were 
returned, The man that took charge 
of the engine is described as about 5 
feet 9 inches tall and of light com- 
plexion. So far the authorities have 
been unable to get anything more def- 
inite. Conductor Uassio thinks there 
were six men aad nive horses, while 
Clements says there were fifteen. 
They rode off in a southerly direction. 


AN ITALIAN MURDER.

$400 at the house a day or 80 ago. 
The boy knew he had money on bis 
person, The temptation to get pos- 
session of it overcame him and he 
committed the deed, after which he 


took a circuituus route of about 15 
miles, bringing up at the Court House 
here, walking into the Treasurer's of- 
fice and giving the Treasurer, V. V. 
Man, $450, and surrendering himself 
to the Sheriff.

The discourse was a credit to 
the preacher, who surmised that, 
though deceased sold whisky and 
gambled, he had good qualities which 
many professed Christians lack. It is 
refreshing to see a clergyman throw 
off orthodox restrictions and speak 
well of aman who dies outside the 
fold.

Cheap Labor. 
The Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company are pushiog the building of 
their road as fast as money and labor 


can do it. They find labor very scaree,

The 
company want 8,000 Chioamen, and 
are scouring the country in every di- 
rection to find them. About 250 have 
been sent from here. What could be

LAND CLAIMS. 


Soldiers’ Homestead Declaratory 
Statements -Interesting to Vet- 
erans Whe Mave Government 
Land Claims. 

U. 8. Surveyor-General Davis has 


received from the Department of the 
Interior at Washington the following 
circular interesting to soldiers and 


others: 

In view of extensive frands in the 
matter of declaratory statements of 
homestead applicants under Sections 
2,804 and 2,309 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, the privilege conferred by the 
filing of such claims having been made 
the occasion of barter and sale, with- 
out attempt on the part of the soldier 
to comply with the statute by- making 
formal entry at the district office, and 
commencement of settlement upon the 
land withia the prescribed period of 
six months, the following regulations 
are prescribed for the admission of 
such filings: 

Proof of qualification as an hon- 
orably discharged soldier must be fur- 
nished in accordance with existing 
regulations in case of entry by sol- 
diers who make direct homestead ap- 
plication without availing themselves 
of the preliminary filing. Oath of 
the soldier, setting forth his residence 
and postoflice address, must accom- 
papy the filing to the effect that the 
claim is made for his exclusive use 
and benefit, for the purpose of actual 
settlement and cultivation, and not 


either directly or indirectly for the use 


or benetit of any other person; and it 
Must also be shown by such oath that 
he has not theretofore either made a 
homestead entry or filed a declaratory 
statement under the homestead law. 
As above implied by the require- 
ment of the eath, a soldier will be 
held to bave exhausted his homestead 
right by the filing of his declaratory 
statement; it being manifest that the 
right to file isa privilege granted to 
soldiers in addition to the ordinary 
privilege only io the matter of giving 
them power to hold their claims for 
six months after selection; but is not 


'a license to abandon such selection 


with the right thereafter to make a 
regu.ar homestead entry independent- 


ly of such filing. This is clear trom 


the statutory language. Section 2,304 
provides that ‘‘the settler shall be al- 
lowed six months, after locating his 
homestead and filing his declaratory 
statement, within which to make his 
entry and commence his settlement 
and improvement;” and Section 2,309 
requires him “in person’ to “make 
his actual entry, commence settle- 
ments and improvements on the same, 
and thereafter fulfill ail the require- 
ments of law.” These must be done 
“on the same” land selected and *‘lo- 
cated’’ by the filing, 

Following the accepted practice in 
pre-emption cases, the filing of a de- 
claratory statement will not be beld to 
bar the admission of other filings and 
entries; but »py person making entry 
or claim during the period allowed by 
law for entry of the soldier will do so 
subject to his right, and bis applica- 
tion when offered within such time 
will be allowed as a matter of right 
and operate to exclude the intervening 
claim.

left here. I own my little home here, 
and will have to throw it away if I 
leave.” This feeling is growing and 
is liable, Mr. Taylor thinks, to have 
effect,
